Duluth, Minn, Oct, 30.—Alfred Mor-
ritt today brought sult against J. D.
Rockefeller and . 1), Gates, his pri-
vate secretary, for $1,226400, in which
amount he claims he was damaged by
wwhat he alleges to be fraudulent rep-
resontations in the forming of the
Laka Superlor consolidated fron mines,

Plaintiff claims that at various times
In August, 1888 in New York city, be-
fare ha had traneferred his Interests in
yarious Iron mines and the Meseébn
rullroad, the defendants represented to
him that the Penokee and Gogehle
consolidated mines, which, with others
controlled by Rockzfeller, was to ba
iak#n into the Lake Superior consoli-
dated iron mines, was s solvent and
proaperaus company; also the Spanish-
Ameriosn and the Auvrora; that their
stocks were well worth what Rocke-
feller was to receive. Mr. Rockefeller
and Wetmore promised {o lend to Mer-
ritt on his consolldated stock money at
40 cents on the dollar at par value,
All of thess representntions and prom-
fxes plaintiit clalms were fraudulent.
Defendants at the time knew that exch
of the companies controlled by Rocke-
feiler owed large amounts outside of
their fundod debt, and that the Penn-
kes company was at the time insolv-
ent; that instead of making the value
of the Lake Superior Consolidated com-
pany’s stopk worth 30 cents on tha dol-
lar, as Rockefeller promised 1t would
4nd he would publish it to the world,
the stock of these other mines caused
fts value to deoreass 2o $10 par shars
of $100.

When Merritt asked Rockefeller 1o
keep his  promise and to loan him
money at the rate of 40 cents on the

dolinr and lnter at 25 conts, Rockefoller|

refused and would only give 10 cents
on the dollar,

In organizing the Lake Suparior ton-
#oiidated gnines, the dafendant, {t 4s
.*_Lm:mad. got the new company to inke
the following intercsis owned by him:
28,250 shares Aurora Iron Mining com-
pany’s etock; 865 shares Penokee and
Gogeble consolidated mmines; 21,62
shares  Spanish-American mines in
Cuba; 300 collateral trust notes of $1.000
each of the Spanlth-American com-
poay, for which the Lake Superior
company turned over first mortguge
bonds exceeding $1,900,000. For 61 per
ecent Interest fn the Adams and Lons
Jrek mines Rockefeller got coneolldst-
ed first mortgage bonds worth over
$1,700,000.

Your
true Interest lies, not in a temporary
or Metitious prosperilys; hull: in- perinns

nent and especial prosperity., A high
protective tariff 1s not for vour Intor-
est, hecause It Is not for the Interest
of the whole country. A reasonable,
falr and modernte tarif, as imposed
for revenue and not for prohibition,
is what will subssrve the best interests
of evervbody. The whole question of
wages is this. When men are looking
for work from one bo3s, wages are
low, but Wwhen six bosses are laoking
for ona man, wages are high, and that
situation largely comprehends and ex-
plaing the labor problem. You' must
recoliect that great commerelal panic
of 15878, when industries ware suspended
and fortunes were sunk, and yet all
the while the country was enjoying the
alleged blessings of nn exorblidnt tar-
it under a Republicnn administration.
The great Carnegie Inbor strike at Pltis-
burg ocenrred in the vety heart of Re-
publican Pennsylvania and the industry
which was the most Iareely  profee-
ted. In the summer of 1892, while Mr.
Harrison was Pregident, the great
Burlinglon strike ocourrad under a
high tariff, and yet the high wages
whioh workingmen demanded were not
fortheoming.  Geod wage# do nol fol-
fow the workingmen slmply bécause
there ate high tarilfs imposed.”

Gladstone's Irish Poliey Drove Them
in That Direction—England and
Scotland Will Never Put Their
Necks Umnder the Heel of South

Edinburg, Oct 30—A conference of the
Beottlsh' conservative assoclations was
held here today., A large number of
persons were present and Prime Minister
Salisbury made a in which he
scathingly criticlsed Roseberry's speech
at Bradford. He described the agitation
fgalrat the House of Londs an a herring
drawn across the path of home rule.
Ha did not belleve Rossberry was in

earnest in his proposed vagoes resolutlons
regarding the House of Lords. It would
be harmless and, if submitted to the
country, it would be In no wise like the
foralgn referendum to which Rossherry
had likened it, He himeslf would not
speak agiinst & referendum. In fact. he
thought if decidedly advintageous ln the
form In which it existed in America for
good government wnd stability of the
Egovernment, Doubtless Archbizhop
Walsh’s well drilled  battalions would
pass Rosebery's resolution against the
voice of the country.

"“Do you,"” he asked, “imagine the res-
olution would possess any moral author-
ity whatever, or that any sane human
belng could Imagine that England or
Seotland would 'alinse themeelves so far
s 1o put their necks under the hesl
of south and west Ireland? It fa Ju-
dicrous, They may paszs all the resoiu-
tions they like, but a bill embodying such

roposials wiil never be accepted by the

ouse of Lords and, therafore, will never
be rocognized by the courts of law, No
such change In the constitutlon s possl-
ble without & considerable majority of
the prie being In its favor."

Sallsbury urged that on several oo-
cpsions in his experience the House of
Lords had supportsd Liberal measures
agulnst Conssrvative opposzition. If the
House of Lords bad become virtually a
conservative body, It was because Glad-
stone's Irish policy had driven them in
that direction., I the Irish question was
once moved out of the way, the House of
Lorids would gradually, though perhaps
glowly, settle back into the old position
in which the puartles were evenly based."

“If the sition of handing the govy-
ernmeént of the country over entirely to a
single chamber should come before the
country, which I do not bslleve it will
do, wa would have to confront the greatest
dapger the community hi 1o face
in muny centuries.
